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Ricky Ray is heading to the East, 
meaning someone else will be 
quarterbacking the Edmonton 
Eskimos next season. 

General manager Eric Tillman 
traded the 32-year-old veteran to 
the Toronto Argonauts yesterday 
for quarterback Steven Jyles, kick¬ 
er Grant Shaw and the second 
overall selection in next year’s 
draft. 

“We believe that this is a win- 
win scenario,” said Tillman. 

But it wasn’t Edmonton that ini¬ 
tiated the trade. 

“They came to us and they were 
veiy aggressive,” said Tillman. “We 
were not looking to trade Ricky 
and were very reluctant to do so.” 

Tillman said the process of trad¬ 
ing Ray was an “emotional swing,” 
but that justification will be made 
through performance. 

“We’ve gotten younger, we’ve 
gotten Canadian depth,” he said. 
“And we’ve created cap space.” 

Jyles, 29, who started his career 
in Edmonton in 
2006 and started 
in Toronto for 
half of the 2011 
season, will 
compete for the starter 
job with Keriy Joseph, 
Ward and Matt Nichols, said 
head coach Kavis Reed. 

Reed was the one who delivered

49ers but did not make the team, 
instead playing with the Arena 
Football League. 

► Ray made the CFL's Edmonton Eski¬ 
mos in 2002 and debuted in the 
fourth game of the season when 
starter Jason Maas went down 
with an injury. 

► In 2003, Ray helped the Eskimos 
win their first Grey Cup in a decade 
over the Montreal Alouettes. 

► After two CFL seasons, Ray signed 
with the NFL's New York Jets, dress¬ 
ing for six games but never 
playing. He returned to the 
Eskimos in 2005. 

► Ray was named Grey Cup MVP as 
he helped Edmonton win their 
13th Grey Cup championship in 
2005 over the Alouettes.

The $650,000 being consid¬ 
ered in operating budget 
talks to beef the city’s 311 
system yesterday was a 
wrong number. 

Council voted against 
the bucks on the line to 
add more staff, after some 
spirited debate about the 
call centre and website’s 
shortcomings. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
called the system 
“horrible,” while 
councillors asked for a re¬ 
port to suggest solutions 
for a more efficient 
information line.

Tax hike 
could rise 
as services 
reinstated 

City council reinstated a 
number of services yester¬ 
day, criticizing administra¬ 
tion’s decision to remove 
them in an effort to cap 
the 2012 property tax in¬ 
crease at 4.5 per cent. 

In total, $10.5 million 
worth of cuts were 
proposed, but council vot¬ 
ed to fund replacing 
burned out streetlights, 
clearing trails of snow, 
flower planting, litter 
pickup and more. 

The tax increase could 
be as much as six per cent 
if everything proposed is 
approved. Council is 
expected to vote on the 
budget by tomorrow.

New bus rules could 
reroute commuter traffic 

O Rules make it illegal for single-axle buses to carry commuters into city 
O Province giving municipalities a break on using such buses — for now

New rules for transit buses 
crossing municipal lines 
may mean a bumpy road 
ahead. 

While it’s legal for tran¬ 
sit buses to operate in 
home fironts of St. Albert, 
Sturgeon and Strathcona 
counties, they’re breaking 
the law when they cross in¬ 
to Edmonton. 

“It’s an issue we’ve been 
working on with munici¬ 
palities for a number of 


years,” said Trent Bancarz, 
Alberta Transportation 
spokesperson. 

The problem stems firom 
the fact urban single-axle 
buses are not built for high¬ 
ways, he said. 

But St. Albert Transit’s 
fleet of 55 buses commute 
to Edmonton daily, said 
that city’s transit boss. Bob 
McDonald. 

Up until now, axles have 
never been brought up. 

“We need urban transit 
buses. Those are the ones 
we’ve been bu 3 dng and 
they’re the ones that work 


for us,” said McDonald. 

The problem is no dual¬ 
axle transit bus exists any¬ 
where in North America. 

One solution the 
province is mulling is find¬ 
ing a transit bus that would 
comply, said Bancarz. 

“The notion we’re tiying 
to get transit buses off the 
road, that’s just not true,” 
he said. 

Another option might be 
phasing in coach buses, but 
that could drive up transit 
costs considerably. 

“It makes planning more 
difficult,” said McDonald. 


Road rules 


► The new regulations 
follow the province's move 
to deregulate the 
commuter-bus industry in 
July, opening up competi¬ 
tion after companies like 
Greyhound limited their 
rural routes. 

► Affected transit operators 
include Sturgeon and 
Strathcona counties and St. 
Albert, who commute to 
Edmonton, as well as mu¬ 
nicipalities with buses to 
Calgary, such as Airdrie.

EIA continues to

With six million passen¬ 
gers coming through the 
Edmonton International 
Airport every year — and 
one million of those head¬ 
ing to or coming from 
south of the border, more 
space was needed. 

And for Expansion 2012, 
opening in five major phas¬ 
es, test runs are essential. 

“We’ve done a number 
of small test runs,” Cord 
Myrehaug, director of acti¬ 
vation, said of the U.S. de¬ 
partures lounge scheduled 
to open in February. “We 
need to put people 
through for logistics.” 

Among the test runs is a 
baggage trial today, while 
on Jan. 10 between 150 and 


3 Eight weeks were 
set aside to recruit 
volunteers for the big 
test run, but spots 
were filled in three 
weeks. 

200 people will come 
through. Then on Jan. 28, 
more than 1,300 volun¬ 
teers will pretend they’re 
about to head to the U.S. 
“They’ll try all elements of 
the building to see if they 
can break it,” said M 3 n:e- 
haug. 

Some passengers will be 
given a role to play to en¬ 
sure all systems are tested, 
said communications offi¬ 
cer Sarah Mefifen.

Environment Minister 
Peter Kent says Canada is 
withdrawing from the Ky¬ 
oto Protocol. 

“We are invoking Cana¬ 
da’s legal right to formally 
withdraw from Kyoto,” 
Kent said outside the 
House of Commons. 

“This decision formal¬ 
izes what we’ve said since 
2006, that we will not im¬ 
plement the Kyoto Proto¬ 
col.” 

Canada signed Kyoto in 
the late 1990s, but neither 
the current Conservative 
government nor their Lib¬ 
eral predecessors met tar¬ 
gets. Kent says the move 
saves Canada $14 billion in 
penalties for not achieving

The open-ended strike 
takes direct aim at the 
country’s already ailing 
economy It is designed to 
erode al-Assad’s main base 
of support — the new and 
vibrant merchant classes 
who have benefited in re¬ 
cent years as the president 
opened up the economy. 

If the economy contin¬ 
ues to collapse, al-Assad 
could find himself with 
few allies inside the coun¬ 
try, where calls are grow¬ 
ing by the day for him to 


step down. The authoritar¬ 
ian president is already 
struggling under interna¬ 
tional isolation and suffo¬ 
cating sanctions. 

It is difficult to gauge 
the strength of the strike 
because the regime has 
banned most foreign jour¬ 
nalists and prevented local 
reporters from moving 


freely. But there were signs 
it was being widely ob¬ 
served in particular in cen¬ 
tres of anti-government 
protest: The southern 
province of Daraa, the sub¬ 
urbs of the capital, Damas¬ 
cus, the northwestern 
region of Idlib and in the 
restive city of Homs.

Immigration Minister Ja¬ 
son Kenney told a news 
conference in Montreal 
that new Canadians will 
have to remove any face- 
coverings, such as the Is¬ 
lamic niqab or burka, while 
they swear the oath of citi¬ 
zenship. The new rule, 
which requires oath-takers 
to show their entire face, 
takes effect immediately 
Kenney said it’s not only 
a question of “deep princi¬ 
ple” for someone to show 
their face while taking the 
oath in front of their fellow 
citizens; it’s also a matter of 
legal concern. 

“1 don’t know how we 
can verify that someone 
whose face is covered is ac¬ 
tually taking the oath that

Canadian

Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney says 
the advanced 
economies of the 
world are facing 
a massive 
challenge with 
debt, but Canada 
may be in a posi¬ 
tion to take

To a business group in 
Toronto, the central 
banker warned yesterday 
that a historic era of 
deleveraging — pa 3 dng 
off debt — is being forced 
upon European countries 
and the U.S. 

The task is so large 
that Carney compares it 
to what occurred during 
the Great Depression of 
the 1930s, and is by no 
means assured to go 
smoothly “As a result of 
deleveraging, the global 
economy risks entering a 
prolonged period of defi¬ 
cient demand,” Carney 
said. 

“If mishandled, it

could lead to debt defla¬ 
tion and disorderly 
defaults, potentially trig¬ 
gering large transfers of 
wealth and social unrest.” 

Carney said that Cana¬ 
da’s relative virtue 
throughout this era of 
deleveraging puts the 
country in a “privileged 
position.” 

“We have 
much lower total 
government debt 
in Canada, our 
firms’ balance 
sheets are actual- 
, ly in very good 
shape, our bank- 
ing system is 

_ _very strong,” he 

told reporters. 

“Our strong position 
gives us a window of op¬ 
portunity to make the ad¬ 
justments needed to 
continue to prosper in a 
deleveraging world. But 
opportunities are only 
valuable if seized.” 

Carney said Canadian 
companies in particular 
must seize the moment, 
before it disappears. 

Businesses can benefit 
from one of the world’s 
soundest banking 
systems in Canada, super- 
low interest rates and 
their own sound balance 
sheets fiush with cash.

Women the head of gift 
buying in family: Poll 

O 80 per cent of households polled say women do the holiday shopping 
O 43 per cent of women shop online, up from 34 per cent last year 



Santa is a woman. 

That’s according to 
BMO’s 2011 Holiday Spend¬ 
ing Outlook. 

BMO says 80 per cent of 
households polled said the 
female head of family will 
do the majority of holiday 
shopping, and this year, 
more and more will do it 
online. 

BMO’s annual survey re¬ 
vealed a substantial in¬ 
crease in the number of 
women using the Internet 
to shop for gifts. The figure 
jumped to 43 per cent from 
34 per cent last year. At 49 
per cent, men are still 
somewhat more inclined 
than women to shop online 
— but the gap is narrowing. 

The survey polled 1,508 
Canadians and is consid¬ 
ered accurate within plus 
or minus 2.5 per cent 19 
times out of 20. 

“There are a number of 
factors behind the increase 
in online shopping among 
Canadian women,” said Su 
McVey, vice-president of 
BMO Bank of Montreal. 

“The abihty to quickly 
and easily research prod¬ 
ucts and compare prices 
and even arrange for deliv- 
eiy at the click of a mouse 
or the touch of a key pad 
makes it a remarkably con¬ 
venient approach for busy, 
budget-conscious and mul¬ 
ti-tasking women,” McVey 
said. 


McVey noted that ad¬ 
vances in technology such 
as Wi-Fi, smartphones and 
e-readers have helped spur 
this growth. 

“People of all ages are be¬ 
coming much more com¬ 
fortable with the 
technology and with the se¬ 
curity behind online shop¬ 


ping,” said McVey. 

Regionally, married peo¬ 
ple polled in Atlantic Cana¬ 
da were more likely to say 
the female head of house¬ 
hold does the majority of 
shopping — 87 per cent. 

Online shoppers who 
don’t want to pay priority 
shipping fees should make 


their online purchases by 
or before Dec. 15, BMO said.

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Bell Mobility in hot 
seat over sports rights 


The national telecommuni¬ 
cations regulator is putting 
Bell Mobility in the penalty 
box for securing exclusive 
rights to hockey and foot¬ 
ball content for mobile de¬ 
vices. 

The wireless phone com¬ 
pany gave itself a significant 
competitive advantage by 
signing deals with the Na¬ 
tional Hockey League and 
National Football League, 
the CRTC ruled yesterday 

“Canadians shouldn’t be 


forced to subscribe to a 
wireless service from a spe¬ 
cific company to access 
their favourite content,” 
Konrad von Finckenstein, 
chairman of the CRTC, said 
in a statement. 

The decision followed a 
complaint from Telus Com¬ 
munications last January 
after it failed to secure the 
rights, first firom the two 
sports leagues and later 
from Bell. 

The NHL content in¬ 


cludes games and video 
highlights, while the NFL 
content includes prime¬ 
time games and playoff 
games. 

Telus argued that the ex¬ 
clusivity of Bell’s deal had a 
negative impact on Telus’s 
ability to compete in both 
the broadcasting distribu¬ 
tion and wireless markets. 

Bell’s position was that 
Telus could still broadcast 
content not covered by 
those deals, the Canadian press

PHONE HACKING. A private 
investigator working for 
Rupert Murdoch’s News 
of the World tabloid did 


not delete voicemails 
firom the phone of a miss¬ 
ing girl, a police lawyer 
told Britain’s media 
ethics inquiry yesterday. 
The claim that the tabloid 
not only listened to but 
interfered with messages 
left for 13-year-old Milly 
Dowler in 2002 triggered 
a furor about media mal¬ 
practice that shook Mur¬ 
doch’s media empire. 

“The most likely 
suggestion is that existing 
messages automatically 
dropped off after 72 
hours,” lawyer Neil 
Gamham said.

Bird flies into action 


O Director Brad Bird takes the leap from family films into the explosive world of live-action 
entertainment with Mission: Impossible - Ghost Protocol O How he adapted his technique

Brad Bird was not the most 
obvious candidate to take 
over the reins of the Tom 
Cruise multimillion-dollar 
Mission: Impossible film 
franchise. 

While the filmmaker’s 
Oscar-winning back¬ 
ground stands on its own, 
it is mostly comprised of 
not only animated enter¬ 
tainment but specifically 
family-oriented favourites 
like Ratatouille and The 
Incredibles. 

Now with Mission: Im¬ 
possible - Ghost Protocol 
about to hit IMAX theatres 
this Friday (it opens on 
regular theatres next 
Wednesday), Brad Bird dis¬ 
cussed leaping from kiddy 
cinema to explosive live- 
action entertainment. 


What was the biggest 
challenge of going from 
choreographing animation to 
live-action? 

If I had gone from hand¬ 
held animation, which my 
first film. The Iron Giant, 
was to live-action, it 
would’ve been a bigger 
leap but the last two films 
I did. The Incredibles and 
Ratatouille, were dimen¬ 
sional; there was CGI so 
you could move the cam¬ 
era through space and you 
could light it like you 
would any film so I got 
very comfortable with 
that. 

So it actually felt fairly 



natural to move to real 
people and things. 

Certainly The Incredibles had 
its share of action too. What 
do you love about spy hTms? 

They’re sleek and 
they’re exotic and fast and 
kind of explosive. They can 
go from very quiet 
suspense to all hell break¬ 
ing loose just like that. 
This movie is definitely in 
that realm and that’s one 
of the reasons that I want¬ 
ed to do it. 


I understand that Tom Cruise 
did all of his own stunts in 
this — true?

The world needs another 
Planet of the Apes movie 
like a circus acrobat needs 
a banana peel.

Researchers in psychol¬ 
ogy at Concordia Universi¬ 
ty in Montreal have found 
that infants just over 
a year old can already get 
a bead on who is reliable 
and who is unreliable.

This 
was repeated several 
times. 

For the second task, the 
same adult showed the ba¬ 
bies a touch-on light. The 
tester placed it on a desk 
and switched it on by 
leaning forward and using 
the forehead. 

This was repeated three 


times before passing the 
light to the infant. Infants 
who had been tricked in 
the first experiment were 
far less likely to imitate 
the adult. Over two at¬ 
tempts, 34 per cent of in¬ 
fants in the unreliable 
condition mimicked the 
adult, versus 61 per cent 
of infants in the reliable 


condition. 

“Babies are setting 
down the groundwork for 
a lifelong skill — remain¬ 
ing vigilant about who is 
an expert and who is not,” 
says Poulin-Dubois.

O Video game helps research into 
Alzheimer’s, diabetes and cancer 


A team of McGill Universi¬ 
ty researchers has come 
up with a way to make 
playing video games an en¬ 
tirely productive pursuit. 

Computer scientist 
Jerome Waldispuhl, along 
with collaborator Mathieu 
Blanchette, developed a 
video game similar to the 
popular puzzle game Tetris 
— except there’s more to it 
than just stacking blocks. 

The game, called Phylo, 
involves arranging se¬ 
quences of coloured 
shapes that represent hu¬ 
man DNA. 

By analyzing the DNA 
sequences, scientists are 
able to gain new insight in¬ 
to the genetic basis of dis¬ 
eases like Alzheimer’s, 
diabetes and cancer.

O Crosby suffers setback O No word on timeline for Pittsburgh star’s next return to ice 


Sidney Crosby is back on 
the shelf — his comeback 
stalled indefinitely with 
concussion-like s 3 miptoms. 

“Frustrating, I don’t 
think that even describes 
it,” Crosby told reporters. 

Still the Pittsburgh Pen¬ 
guins star looked for posi¬ 
tives yesterday, sa 3 dng he is 
feeling “much, much bet¬ 
ter” than he did after being 
levelled by big hits in suc¬ 
cessive games Jan. 1 and 
Jan. 5 that triggered his 10- 
month absence firom the 
game. He also said he felt 
worse only a few weeks be¬ 
fore the Penguins training 
camp in mid-September. 


The NBA has put in place a 
concussion policy that will 
determine when players re¬ 
turn from head injuries. 

The protocols went into 
effect with the start of train¬ 
ing camps “for the safety 
and protection of our play¬ 
ers,” the league said yester¬ 
day. 


“It’s much different than 
previously going through 
that stuff,” Crosby said. 
“I’m way better off than I 
was dealing with this stuff 
10 months ago or whatever 
it was.” 

Still it’s a setback for the 
NHL’s biggest star, only 
three weeks removed from 
a spectacular comeback. 

“I just figured it was bet¬ 
ter to be cautious here and 
not take any chances. 
That’s kind of where I’m at 
right now,” Crosby said. 

“I’m not happy about 
watching. But I’ve got to 
make sure with these sort 
of things that I’m careful.” 


If a player is diagnosed 
with a concussion, he will 
have to complete a series of 
steps to confirm that he’s 
healthy enough for compe¬ 
tition. Once he is free of 
s 5 miptoms, the player must 
make it through increasing 
stages of exertion — from a 
stationary bike, to jogging. 


“(Crosby’s) been 
away for so long, 
and was so happy 
to be playing with 
us again. It’s been 
crazy. We’ve had a 
full team for only a 
couple of games.’’
